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ENGLAND vs. AMERICA. 

The deaf and dmnb of America en- 
joy educational advantages far sn 
jierior to those of Great Britain and 
her coloniex. Id this country, liberal 
appropriations are made by the vari- 
ous State Legislatures, and tbe best 
methods of instruction are practised. 
British schools for deaf -tnut.es are 
supported almost if not entirely by 
subscription. An intelligent and edu 
cated semi-mute informed us that 
one of the greatest drawbacks to 
governmental recognition in the way 
of appropriations, was a desire by 
many individuals to play Ihe role of 
patron and pose as philanthropists 
before the wondering plebeians. The 
present would seem to be a propitious 
season for urging the matter upon the 
government, in view of the agitation 
between the Houses of Lords and 
Commons. If government aid could 
be secured, one great advantage would 
be gained. But there would still be 
other things to consider. In Eng- 
laud, the sign system has not b— B 
perfected — at least, as now used, it is 
very far below the system as practis- 
ed in America. The alphabet, is of 
the donble-handed style, and though 
it may be clear and rapid it is not 
nearly so convenient and effective as 
the single-handed. The British have 
much to learn from America about 
educating the deaf and dumb. The 
snbtle and thinking energies of a few 
generations of teachers of the " silent 
class" have worked a wondrous change. 
To-day, in deaf mute schools the youth 
ful and bright boys and girls who are 
pupils in the highest classes, bear a 
strange yet pleasant contrast to the 
bear-h-d men and full grown women 
that were the distinguishing feature 
of these classes a quarter of a century 
ago, if not later. This can be at- 
tributed to but one cause — the im- 
provement in the systems of instruc- 
tion.

HELD IN CONCOED, H. II., OCT. 1884. 

The Fourth Biennial Convention of 
the Granite State Deaf-Mute Mission 
was held in Concord, N. H , on Satur- 
day and Sunday, October 11th and 
12th, 1884. 

The first session of the convention 
was held in Union Hall, at 2 p.m., Sat 
urday, October 11th. 

Mr. Thomas Brown, the President, 
was in the chair, and, by his reqnest, 
Rev. Samuel Rowe, of West Boxford, 
Mass., offered prayer. 

Then the President delivered his ad 
dress of welcome, and expressed bis 
pleasure at meeting the deaf mutes 
present, etc. After this address, the 
reports of the Secretary and of the 
Treasurer came. 

V. B. Wright, the Secretary, ex- 
pressed his regret for his inability to 
attend proper work, such as engaging 
a place for holding the convention and 
hotels for the comforts of mute visi- 
tors, and said he wished to resign as 
secretary, for the present. The deaths 
of two resident mates occurred during 
the year. One of them was George 
Kent, of Amherst, N. H., who died on 
October 21st, 1884, and was buried in 
Amherst, on the 23d of October. 
ilier deaf mute was Mrs. Caroline 
Clark, of Nashua, N. H., who died on 
the 18th of January, 1884, and was 
buried in the same city on the 22d of 
January. 

Then Mr. Almos Smith, the treasur- 
er, made his report of the monies in 
two Savings Banks — one in Suncook, 
and the other in Manchester, N. II. 
Then the President said that the 
OhinaSavirigs Bank, iti Suncook, where 
money belonging to the Mission 
was deposited, had suspended, and an 
assignee was appointed to take care of 
the same savings-bank. The President 
trusted that the Mission would not 
lose much money on account of the 
snsnsnainii of the bank. 

By the request of the Treasurer, the 
Secretary " signed " the letter of the 
assignee of the bank to the andience. 
The assignee said that he trusted that 
tin .Mission would not lose but little 
on that account. 

Then committees were appointed to 
nominate for President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, for the two following years. 
The result was as follows: B n or Presi 
Thomas Brown, of West lien 
niker ; for Secretary, Willie K. White, 
,/Tstown ; and for Treasurer, 
Almos Smith, of New Boston. 

Than the report of the State Mis 
sionary, Rev. Howe, of West Boxford, 
, was delivered. 
Then Messrs. Hiram Hunt, of Gray, 
Maine. J. O. David, of Amherst, N. Y., 
and Rev. Job Turner, of Stannton, 
Va , and C Aug Brown, of Belfast, 
Mrs. Thomas N. Head, of Ho .1.

Rev. Mr. Turner suggested that Mr. 
Thomas Brown, the President, be 
elected Emeritus-President, on ac 
count of his great age.
